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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


The  War  Memorial  at  Dustin  Park  is  one  of  the  most 
valuable  and  lasting  additions  to  our  town.  The  idea  to  erect  a 
War  Memorial  to  those  men  and  women  from  Pittsfield  who 
served  their  country  in  our  four  most  recent  wars  originated 
with  members  of  the  Pittsfield  Historical  Society.  It  was  thru 
the  efforts  of  the  Historical  Society  that  a  petition  was 
submitted  to  the  voters  of  Pittsfield  for  the  allocation  of  funds 
to  construct  a  suitable  Memorial.  The  petition  was  supported 
by  a  generous  offer  from  Colonel  J.  Frank  Drake  to  defray 
one-half  of  the  final  cost  of  the  Memorial.  The  voters  of 
Pittsfield,  at  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  5,  1974  voted  to 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,807.50  as  the  Town's  share  of  the 
cost  of  said  Memorial. 

On  June  25,  1974  the  selectmen  passed  the  following 
resolution:  RESOLVED  THAT:  Pursuant  to  the  vote  passed 
at  the  Town  Meeting  of  Pittsfield,  N.H.  on  March  5,  1974 
authorizing  the  construction  of  a  War  Memorial  in  memory  of 
the  Veterans  of  World  War  I,  World  War  II,  the  Korean  War 
and  Vietnam  War,  and  appropriating  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  eight  hundred  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
($3,807.50)  as  the  Town's  share  of  the  cost  of  said  Memorial. 

IT  WAS  THEREBY  VOTED:  that  a  War  Memorial 
Commission  be  created  composed  of  fifteen  (15)  members  to 
have  entire  charge  of  the  construction  of  said  War  Memorial 
including  the  selection  of  a  site  in  so-called  Dustin  Park  and 
the  awarding  of  any  contracts  for  the  construction  of  said 
War  Memorial  provided  that  the  cost  to  the  Town  of  Pittsfield 
should  not  exceed  said  appropriated  sum  of  three  thousand 
eight  hundred  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($3,807.50)  and 
that  the  following  be  named  as  members  of  said  Commission:

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Inflationary  pressures  and  revised  plans  for  the  Memorial 
during  the  planning  stage  revealed  the  need  for  additional 
funds.  This  need  was  satisfied  by  the  generosity  of  the 
following:  The  Pittsfield  Historical  Society,  the  Peterson 
Cram  Post  No.  75  of  the  American  Legion,  the  Pittsfield 
Memorial  Post  No.  4029  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  the 
Pittsfield  Rotary  Club,  the  Pittsfield  Woman's  Club,  the  New 
Hampshire  Savings  Bank,  the  Pittsfield  National  Bank,  and 
Laura  Berry  Offutt. 

The  dedication  of  the  War  Memorial  in  Dustin  Park  May 
30,  1975  was  the  culmination  of  the  cooperative  efforts  of  the 
town  of  Pittsfield,  the  War  Memorial  Commission  headed  by 
Roland  Charron,  the  donors  of  money  listed  above  and 
Colonel  J.  Frank  Drake  for  his  very  generous  financial 
contribution  plus  his  stimulating  and  valuable  counsel  during 
all  deliberations. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Pittsfield  Rotary  Club  for  the  new 
furnace  at  the  second  floor  of  the  Town  Hall.  We  also  thank 
the  Vocational  Trades  Class  and  Philip  J.  Sabbia  for  their 
part  in  installing  the  furnace.  This  makes  the  room  much 
safer  and  more  useable. 

The  Rotary  and  Lions  Clubs  have  continued  to  beautify  the 
Dam  Area. 

The  final  plans  for  the  Town  Sewer  Project  are  progressing 
very  well.  We  expect  that  work  will  begin  on  this  project  in 
1976.

Congratulations  go  to  Mini  and  Jan  plus  those  children 
that  helped  put  together  a  very  clever  float  "Charlie  Tuna" 
which  won  1st   Prize  in  the  Pittsfield  Old  Home  Day  Parade. 

A  record  season  attendance  was  recorded  with  all  proceeds 
being  turned  over  to  the  Town  treasurer.  Proceeds  from  The 
Citizen  of  the  Year  Dance  sponsored  by  the  Recreation 
Commission,  are  used  each  year  to  replace  worn  out 
equipment  and  to  repair  damages  done  throughout  the 
winter. 

Before  the  opening  of  the  pool  each  year,  the  pool  is 
drained  and  cleaned,  the  water  is  tested  weekly  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Department  of  Health  for  satisfactory  swimming 
conditions.

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CARPENTER  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 
ANNUAL  REPORT  — 1975 

In  April  Carpenter  Library  received  a  Certificate  of 
Accreditation  from  the  N.H.  State  Library  Commission,  at 
ceremonies  in  Concord,  for  having  reached  the  minimum 
standards  set  in  this  state. 

The  Library  continued  wholeheartedly  in  co-operating  with 
the  Pittsfield  Area  Arts  Council.  It  served  as  a  registration 
center  for  the  courses  offered  in  the  spring  and  co-sponsored 
a  visit  to  Drake  Field  of  the  Little  Red  Wagon  from  Durham, 
which  was  well  attended  and  much  enjoyed.  The  Tiny  Wee 
Players  presented  a  summer  program  of  stories  and  creative 
dramatics  on  Saturday  afternoons  for  the  younger  children. 

Pittsfield  hosted  a  meeting  on  Library  Procedures  for  the 
District  Advisory  Council,  and  was  represented  at  meetings 
in  Laconia,  New  Hampton  and  Lee,  Mrs.  Van  Horn 
completed  a  course  —  Reading  and  Evaluating  Books  for 
Adults  and  Young  Adults  at  Plymouth  State  College. 

Among  the  displays  offered  to  the  public  were  crafts  by  the 
5th  and  6th  Grades,  a  Grange  Art  Contest,  color  photography 
by  Barry  Nation,  and  pottery  from  the  Killer  Bear  Works  in 
Gilmanton.  Also  fascinating  private  collections  of  rocks, 
shells,  and  early  Valentines  and  toys  were  loaned.  Increased 
use  of  films  was  noted:  local  organizations  may  borrow  these 
films  without  charge  from  the  N.H.  State  Library  to  show  as 
programs. 

Investing  in  a  copying-machine  was  proved  to  be  a  wise 
and  popular  move.  Young  and  old  have  been  delighted  to  be 
able  to  make  copies  quickly,  efficiently  and  inexpensively. 
This  community  service  is  available  to  all  during  Library 
hours.  A  permanent  home  was  accorded  the  Citizen-of-the- 
Year  Plaque  and  the  Memorial  Scrapbook  for  Doris  Drolet, 
R.N.  has  been  viewed  by  many. 

In  September  a  public  reception  was  held  to  celebrate  the 
first  purchases  of  the  Gertrude  and  Eralsey  Ferguson  Fund 
and  we  were  pleased  that  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Ferguson  Eaton 
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was  able  to  be  on  hand  to  view  the  books  bought  by  the  Fund 
she  and  her  sister,  Mrs.  Nancy  Ferguson  Twigg,  so 
generously  donated. 

In  this  Bicentennial  Year.  Abraham  Lincoln's  words  are 
especially  appropriate: 

"Fellow  -citizens,  we  cannot  escape  history!"  Be  proud  of 
that  history  —  read  about  it.  learn  about  it  —  your  Library  is 
waiting  to  serve  you.

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PITTSFIELD  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

This  past  year  the  Fire  Department  answered  a  total  of  56 
alarms,  a  total  of  nearly  1000  firefighting  hours.  We  were  not 
only  kept  busy  with  alarms  but  with  other  projects  as  well. 

This  year  saw  the  beginning  of  public  suppers  which  have 
proved  very  successful.  The  money  earned  from  these 
suppers  combined  with  the  proceeds  of  the  two  annual 
dances  and  personal  donations,  went  toward  the  purchase  of 
a  1948  100  ft.  American  LaFrance  aerial  ladder.  When  the 
truck  is  fully  equipped  it  will  be  turned  over  to  the  town. 

Plans  are  being  made  to  form  a  Rescue  Squad  to  assist 
with  any  medical  problem  which  may  occur  in  town.  17 
members  of  the  department  have  completed  a  course  in 
Advanced  First  Aid,  and  4  have  completed  EMT  courses. 
Several  members  of  the  department  assisted  with  first  aid 
during  the  March  Of  Dimes  Walk-A-Thon  held  in  the  fall. 

A  Federal  Grant  of  Title  IV  money  has  enabled  us  to 
purchase  FM  Radios  for  the  trucks  and  a  base  radio  for  the 
station.  The  department  has  purchased  6  Plectron  receivers 
and  hope  eventually  to  be  able  to  provide  one  for  every 
member  of  the  department.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  town  selectmen  and  city 
councils,  the  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  appoints  a  forest 
fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each 
town  and  city  every  three  years.  The  town  or  city  warden  is 
responsible  for  maintaining  a  force  of  men  and  adequate 
equipment  to  suppress  any  wildfire  that  occurs  in  his  town  or 
city  during  his  term  of  appointment.  The  fire  warden  must 
authorize  all  open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not  covered 
with  snow.  No  open  fires  can  be  authorized  between  9  a.m. 
and  5  p.m.,  unless  it  is  raining,  without  the  additional 
permission  of  the  state  district  fire  chief. 

Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  an  open  fire  when  the  ground 
is  not  covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written 
permission  of  the  forest  fire  warden.  Camp  and  cooking  fires 
also  require  the  warden's  permission. 

The  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  through  its  Forest  Fire 
Service,  assists  all  cities  and  towns  in  meeting  these 
requirements  by  training  the  warden  and  deputy  forces  in 
wildfire  suppression  tactics,  making  hand  tool  suppression 
equipment  available  at  fifty  percent  of  cost,  supplying  pieces 
of  Federal  excess  property  for  use  as  fire  attack  vehicles  and 
sharing  up  to  fifty  percent  of  the  cost  of  wildfire  suppression 
costs. 

Wildfire  prevention  is  also  a  joint  state,  city  or  town 
program.  Smokey  Bear  is  available  from  the  Forest  Fire 
Service  for  local  fire  prevention  programs.  Posters  and 
Junior  Ranger  kits  are  available  for  distribution  by  local  fire 
departments  upon  request  to  the  Forest  Fire  Service.  Each 
forest  fire  warden  is  expected  to  carry  on  a  continuous 
wildfire  prevention  program  within  his  town  or  city.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Citizens  of  the  Pittsfield  School 
District,  I  respectfully  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  as  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Reflecting  back  over  the  last  ten  years,  there  is  little  one 
can  visually  see  as  improvements  within  your  school  system. 
The  1966  report  indicated  "The  elementary  schools  are 
neither  modern  nor  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  today's 
(1966)  educational  program."  This  statement  can  be  directly 
reiterated  as  it  applies  to  1976,  ten  years  later.  It  seems 
hardly  a  year  goes  by  without  attempting  to  bring  to  the 
attention  of  the  voters  the  inadequacies  of  the  elementary 
facilities.  Committee  after  committee  has  studied  the 
problem,  resulting  in  identifying  the  same  problems,  but  yet 
the  public  has  still  not  realized  the  adversities  to  the  youth  of 
Pittsfield.  The  old  schools  are  still  there,  with  dedicated 
teachers  attempting  to  provide  the  best  possible  for  your 
children. 

Over  the  years,  however,  steps  have  been  taken  to  improve 
the  safety  of  the  occupants  of  these  facilities.  Programs  have 
been  developed,  focusing  on  the  individual  needs  of 
students.  Reading  improvement  programs  have  been  added 
as  well  as  a  second  resource  room  for  those  students  with 
limited  learning  capabilities.  There  has  been  an  attempt  to 
provide  better  diagnostic  instruments  to  better  identify  the 
reason  why  some  students  experience  difficulty  in  learning. 
A  greater  variety  of  teaching  approaches  are  used  since 
every  student  is  not  capable  to  learn  in  a  like  manner. 
Through  these  improved  approaches,  used  after  a  better 
evaluation,  it  is  believed  the  needs  of  the  student  are  better 
met.  Continued  curriculum  improvements  will  be  empha- 
sized, but  there  still  exists  the  need  for  modern  school 
facilities.  It  is  hoped  that  the  improved  school  buildings  are 
not  too  far  in  the  future. 

The  school  board  is  again  faced  with  the  development  of  a 
school  budget  that  does  not  overburden  the  tax  payer,  but  at 
the  same  time,  will  maintain  an  adequate  level  of  education. 
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The  postponing  of  the  purchase  of  textbooks,  repairing  of 
instructional  equipment  and  the  maintenance  of  buildings 
will  eventually  create  major  problems.  Once  you  get  behind 
in  these  things,  it  appears  you  never  totally  catch  up,  and 
during  the  interim,  students  lose  out.  Maintaining  a  good 
education  for  your  children  is  next  to  maintaining  good 
health.  You  cannot  ignore  either.  To  do  so  could  result  in 
irreparable  damage. 

Looking  back  over  the  last  ten  years,  it  is  found  your 
enrollment  has  increased  from  712  students  to  a  current 
enrollment  of  763,  an  increase  of  7%.  Mary  Osgood  was  on 
the  School  Board  at  that  time  and  although  she  has  not 
served  continuously,  she  is  once  again  serving  the 
community  as  a  school  board  member.  A  major  change  is  to 
reflect  back  and  realize  there  are  presently  only  five  teachers 
on  the  staff  who  were  in  the  system  ten  years  ago.  A  great 
deal  of  credit  needs  to  be  extended  to  them.  The  school 
census  indicates  approximately  100  more  pre-school  and 
school  age  children  in  the  community.  It  is  disturbing, 
however,  to  witness  that  there  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
students  who  have  chosen  to  attend  schools  outside  of  the 

district.  This  has  increased  from  17  students  in  1965  to  a  total

Members  of  the  school  board  contribute  hour 
after  hour  in  providing  the  best  quality  of  education  within 
their  means.  This  role  is  often  "thankless,"  however,  they 
are  very  dedicated  individuals  and  really  justify  greater 
appreciation.  I  wish  to  publicly  thank  each  of  them.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Pittsfield  School 
District,  I  respectfully  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  have  selected  the  following  areas  to  report  on:  ( 1 )  Title  I: 
(2)  Recruiting;  (3)  Right-to-Read;  and  (4)  Re-scheduled  time. 

I 

This  is  the  third  year  of  a  Title  I  Cooperative  Early 
Childhood  Project  with  the  School  Districts  of  Barnstead  and 
Alton.  We  have  developed  procedures  (1)  for  the 
idenfification  of  individual  student  learning  needs  and  (2)  for 
the  development  of  instructional  programs  to  meet  those 
needs.  Two  teaching  assistants  have  been  hired  to 
implement  the  student  programs  that  have  been  designed  by 
Mrs.  Judith  Bush,  Program  Director,  and  the  classroom 
teachers.  Mrs.  Bush  organized  a  one  week  workshop  on  the 
developmental  needs  of  children  in  August  and  eight 
members  of  the  Pittsfield  Staff  participated. 

II 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  this  year  only  three  teachers 
were  recruited  for  the  Pittsfield  Schools  compared  with 
twelve  last  year  and  eleven  the  year  before  that.  In  previous 
reports  I  have  expressed  concern  at  the  large  turnover  ot 
staff  each  year.  A  10-15%  turnover  rate  is  far  more 
desireable  than  a  30-35%  turnover  rate. 

We  are  pleased  with  the  contributions  of  our  new  staff 
members.  I  personally  feel  that  the  Pittsfield  Teachers  work 
under  some  rather  trying  circumstances  and  deserve 
considerable  credit  for  their  efforts. 

Ill 

The  school  district  became  involved  with  the  New 
Hampshire  Right-to-Read  Program  this  year.  Right-to-Read 
is  a  national  effort  to  eliminate  illiterary.  It  is  a  process  that  is 
designed  to  guide  local  schools  and  communities  in  their 
efforts  to:   (1)   identify   reading   program   needs   through   a 


formalized  needs  assessment;  (2)  identify  program  goals  and 
objectives;  (3)  implement  programs;  and  (4)  evaluate 
programs. 

The  Right-to-Read  activities  are  being  carried  out  by  a 
Task  Force  under  the  direction  of  Sandra  Kimball.  Mrs. 
Kimball  participated  in  a  one  week  leadership  training 
session  at  the  University  of  Rhode  Island  as  well  as  numerous 
State  and  regional  activities  throughout  the  year. 

IV 

The  principals  and  teachers  of  Alton,  Barnstead,  and 
Pittsfield  School  Systems  identified  the  need  for  common 
free  time  to  carry  on  district  in-service  programs.  After 
considering  the  alternatives,  we  developed  a  joint  proposal 
for  a  re-scheduled  time  for  the  three  districts.  The  proposal 
called  for  one  afternoon  each  month  to  be  used  for  in-service 
activities  in  the  following  areas:  (1)  Career  Education;  (2) 
Metric  System  and  Elementary  Math;  (3)  Learning 
Disabilities  and  Diagnostic  Testing;  (4)  Elementary  Science; 
(5)  Reading;  and  (6)  Secondary  School  Accreditation. 

We  felt  that  by  combining  the  faculties  and  resources  of 
three  small  districts,  a  more  varied  and  appropriate 
in-service  program  could  be  developed.  Each  School  Board 
and  the  State  Department  of  Education  approved  the  plan. 
With  the  State  Departments'  approval,  Pittsfield  joined  135 
other  schools  in  the  State  that  use  re-scheduled  time  for 
in-service  activities. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  enjoy  the  support  and 
cooperation  of  the  Pittsfield  School  Board,  Principal 
Ferguson,  and  the  School  Faculty.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  and  the  Citizens  of  Pittsfield,  I  respectively  submit 
my  third  annual  report  as  Supervising  Principal  of'  the 
Pittsfield  Schools. 

The  Pittsfield  School  District  opened  in  September  1975 
with  748  students  enrolled  in  Grades  1-12.  Three  of  the 
forty-five  professional  staff  members  are  new  to  the  District. 
These  staff  members  and  their  assignments  are:  Mrs.  Debra 
Egan,  Grade  2;  Miss  Deborah  Jones,  Grades  5  and  6;  Miss 
Kathleen  Cauley,  Science. 

Funds  made  available  through  the  Title  I  Cooperative 
Early  Childhood  project  have  allowed  us  to  employ  four 
Educational  Assistants  to  work  with  twenty  youngsters  in 
Grades  1  and  2  who  have  been  identified  as  having  special 
learning  problems.  All  first  graders  were  given  the  Meeting 
Street  School  Screening  Test  during  the  first  few  weeks  of 
school.  This  test  is  designed  to  identify  children  with 
learning  disabilities  in  the  area  of  (1)  Motor  Patterning,  (2) 
Visual  Perception,  (3)  Language. 

The  reading  program  in  grades  1  through  6  which  was 
instituted  last  January  is  functioning  smoothly.  Teachers  and 
students  are  enthusiastic  about  this  level-approach  to 
reading. 

Many  teachers  have  submitted  their  individual  plans  for 
recertification  and  are  working  toward  meeting  the  goals 
determined  by  the  Needs  Assessment  of  the  Staff 
Development  Master  Plan  for  Supervisory  Union  #49. 

A  number  of  elective  courses  were  added  to  the  high 
school  curriculum  to  better  meet  individual  student  needs. 

Pre-tests  were  administered  to  all  students  in  grades  5-8  as 
a  guide  to  placement  in  mathematics  classes. 

Vocational  Education  teachers  received  a  Federal  grant  of 
$1600.00  to  explore  and  implement  an  expanded  program  in 
Career  Education. 
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Building  Trades  classes  are  building  a  house  on  South 
Main  Street  as  a  major  part  of  their  years  training.  The  house 
when  completed  in  the  spring  will  be  sold  to  the  highest 
bidder.  All  profits  from  the  sale  will  be  used  to  further 
improve  the  program. 

Pittsfield  has  been  chosen  as  a  Right  to  Read  community. 
The  goal  of  the  New  England  Consortium  for  the  Right  to 
Read  is  the  establishment  of  a  community  reading  program 
of  such  quality  that  success  in  learning  to  read  will  be 
assured. 

All  teachers  in  the  district  are  involved  in  re-scheduled 
time  in-service  workshops.  Nine  afternoons  during  the  school 
year  have  been  set  aside  for  individual  and  group  activities. 

The  Pittsfield  PTO  has  become  actively  involved.  Through 
their  efforts  a  number  of  playground  pieces  have  been  added 
at  the  Grammar  School.  Their  contribution  is  most 
appreciated. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  once  again  to 
the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  Superintendent  Russell, 
the  Members  of  the  Faculty,  Staff,  Parents  and  Citizens  of 
Pittsfield  for  their  continued  support.

PITTSFIELD,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

An  exciting  four  day  tennis  clinic  given  by  Stan  Gibson, 
Chairman  of  the  New  England  Lawn  Tennis  Association,  took 
place  at  the  Drake  Field  courts  as  a  part  of  the  summer 
recreation  program.

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PITTSFIELD  ANNUAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  REPORT 

On  March  4th,  1975,  the  qualified  voters  of  Pittsfield 
School  District  were  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  choose  three  auditors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  polls  were  open  from  10  a.m.  to  6:30  p.m.  There  were 
558  ballots  cast  and  the  results  were  as  follows: 
Moderator — Henry  Stapleton  received  40  write-in  votes; 
Clerk — Roberta  Maxfield  504  votes;  School  Board  Member — 
Gordon  R.  Weldon  260  votes;  Bob  Lemer  229  votes;  E. 
Winsor  Burbank,  Jr.  87  votes;  Treasurer — Willard  Bishop 
522  votes;  Auditors — Arnold  Wells  30  write-in  votes;  Wayne 
Emerson  15  write-in  votes;  Frances  Marston  15  write-in 
votes. 

On  March  13th,  1975,  the  Annual  School  District  Meeting 
was  held  at  the  Greenleaf  Auditorium  at  8  p.m.  The 
Moderator,  Henry  Stapleton,  opened  the  meeting  with  the 
reading  of  the  warrant  and  the  certification  of  posting. 

The  Moderator  then  made  the  following  comments:  He 
would  not  entertain  more  than  one  amendment  to  a  motion  at 
a  time.  Also,  on  Page  67  of  the  Town  Report,  the  column 
headings  should  be  corrected  to  read  —  Column  #1  — 
Approved  Budget  1974-1975;  #2  —  School  Board's  Budget 
1975-1976;  #3  —  Recommended  by  Budget  Committee 
1976-1976. 

Article  1  "I  move  the  salaries  of  School  District  Officers  be 
approved  as  follows:  Moderator  $15.00;  Clerk  $15.00;  School 
Board  Chairman  $250.00;  School  Board  Members  $200.00 
each;  Treasurer  $350.00;  Auditors  $30.00;  and  Truant  Officer 
$75.00."  Win  Burbank  made  the  motion  seconded  by  Vernon 
Lawton.  Vote  affirmative. 
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Article  2  "I  move  that  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  and 
Committees  of  the  School  District  be  accepted  as  printed  in 
the  Annual  Report."  Vernon  Lawton  made  the  motion 
seconded  by  Mary  Osgood.  Vote  affirmative. 

Article  3  "I  move  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $688,280.00  for  the  support  of  schools  for  the 
salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District."  Gordon 
Weldon  made  this  motion  on  behalf  of  the  Budget  Committee 
and  it  was  seconded  by  Betty  Leduc. 

Bob  Lemer  made  a  motion  to  amend  this  amount  to 
$690,280.00.  This  amount  would  include  $2,000.00  for 
athletic  coaches.  Vernon  Lawton  seconded  the  motion. 

Fred  Hast  asked  if  this  $2,000.00  represented  the  amount 
that  appeared  in  the  local  paper  recently  as  the  result  of  a 
coaching  pay  survey.  Win  Burbank  answered  that  it  was. 

The  School  Board  was  asked  for  a  breakdown  of  this 
amount.  Vern  Lawton  gave  the  following  explanation:  There 
are  six  coaching  positions  which  do  not  receive  any  salary, 
and  they  are  requesting  the  following  amounts  for  this  year: 
J.V.  Field  Hockey,  $100.00;  Cross  Country,  $150.00;  J.V. 
Cheerleading,  $100.00;  Jr.  High  Cheerleading,  $75.00;  Girls 
Tennis,  $100.00;  Intramurals,  $100.00.  Total  $625.00. 

The  balance  of  $1,375.00  is  to  be  divided  among  the  other 
coaching  positions. 

After  a  short  discussion  the  Moderator  asked  for  a  voice 
vote  on  the  amendment  followed  by  a  show  of  hands  vote.  In 
the  moderator's  opinion  the  voice  vote  and  the  show  of  hands 
vote  were  close  enough  to  warrant  a  checklist  ballot  vote. 

Arnold  Wells  and  Helen  Avery,  checklist  supervisors, 
were  in  charge  of  the  balloting  assisted  by  Gilbert  Paige  and 
Ogden  Boyd,  Sr.  The  School  Clerk  handed  out  the  ballots. 
The  polls  were  open  from  8:30  until  8:50  p.m.  The  Moderator 
declared  the  polls  closed  after  he  asked  if  everyone  present 
and  wishing  to  vote  had  done  so.  Results  were  as  follows: 
There  were  180  ballots  cast.  Yes  79  and  No  101.  Amendment 
defeated. 
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Fred  Hast  made  a  motion  to  amend  the  original  amount  to 
$688,905.00  which  would  include  $625.00  for  the  four 
coaching  positions  that  received  no  pay  this  year,  and  the  two 
new  positions  (Girl's  Tennis  and  Intramurals).  Phyllis  Cote 
seconded  the  motion. 

The  Moderator  asked  for  a  voice  vote  on  the  amendment 
and  it  was  ruled  questionable.  He  then  called  for  a  show  of 
hands  vote  and  the  results  were:  Yes  64  and  No  83. 
Amendment  defeated. 

The  Moderator  then  read  the  original  motion  in  the  amount 
of  $688,280.00  and  it  was  voted  affirmative. 

Article  4  "I  move  that  the  District  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  make  application  for  and  receive  in  the  name  of  the 
District  such  advances,  grants-in-aid,  or  other  funds  for 
educational  purposes  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forth- 
coming from  the  United  States  Government,  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  or  any  Federal  or  State  Agency."  Win  Burbank 
made  the  motion  seconded  by  Vern  Lawton.  Vote  affirmative. 

Article  5  "I  move  that  the  Pittsfield  School  District  School 
Board  be  increased  in  the  number  of  members  from  the 
present  three  members  to  a  total  of  five  members.  If  this 
motion  passes  in  the  affirmative  the  present  school  board  will 
be  empowered  to  take  whatever  action  necessary  to 
implement  this  vote  in  time  for  the  1976  school  meeting." 
Willard  Bishop  made  the  motion  seconded  by  Donald 
Bergeron. 

Fred  Noyes  asked  for  some  explanation  as  to  why  this  is 
necessary.  Mr.  Bishop  said  he  felt  that  because  the  school 
budget  is  getting  larger  every  year  it  requires  more  and  more 
time.  All  the  school  board  members  4iave  regular  jobs  and 
they  can't  give  as  much  time  as  is  needed.  He  felt  5  members 
would  be  a  better  representation  of  the  town.  Each  member 
could  have  certain  jobs  delegated  to  them. 

Gordon  Weldon  wanted  to  know  if  Willard  would  amend 
his  motion  to  put  it  in  the  warrant  for  next  year  rather  than 
voting  on  it  tonight. 

Willard  said  that  if  we  waited  to  put  it  in  the  warrant  next 
year,  it  could  not  be  enacted  until  1977,  but  if  we  vote  tonight 
it  would  go  into  effect  in  1976. 
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After  more  discussion  Gordon  Weldon  made  a  motion  to 
amend  the  original  motion  to  instruct  the  School  Board  to  put 
this  issue  in  the  warrant  for  next  year.  Roland  Charron 
seconded. 

The  discussion  that  followed  seemed  to  indicate  that  there 
was  quite  a  bit  of  confusion  regarding  this  motion  and  the 
amended  motion.  The  question  of  legality  was  brought  up 
since  it  did  not  appear  in  the  warrant  this  year.  Gordon 
Weldon  finally  said  he  would  withdraw  his  amendment  if  it 
would  help  clear  up  the  confusion,  but  he  felt  very  strongly 
that  nobody  in  the  hall  was  ready  to  vote  on  the  original 
motion. 

Questions  continued  to  be  asked  regarding  how  you  vote 
for  a  5  member  board.  Williard  Bishop  said  he  would  have 
to  stagger  the  members.  He  felt  that  the  State  Board  of 
Education  would  have  a  formula  we  could  use  to  set  this  up 
properly.  The  Moderator  called  for  a  show  of  hands  vote  and 
the  results  were:  Yes  65;  and  No  90.  Motion  defeated. 

Elliott  Towle  then  made  a  motion  that  the  School  Board  be 
instructed  to  place  an  article  in  the  warrant  next  year  to 
increase  the  board  from  3  to  5  members,  and  it  will  be 
decided  at  that  time  how  the  terms  will  run  —  for  1,  2,  or  3 
years.  Motion  seconded  and  voted  affirmative. 

William  Freese  felt  that  Win  Burbank  should  be 
commended  for  his  many  years  of  faithful  service  to  the 
School  Board.  Mr.  Burbank  received  a  standing  round  of 
applause. 

Vernon  Lawton  made  a  motion  that  we  adjourn  the 
meeting.  Motion  seconded  by  Steve  Davis  and  voted  in  the 
affirmative  at  9:42  p.m.  Officers  were  sworn  in.
